I. | Hat there may be a Regiſter Book kept by 

. the Chamberlain (or &c } in the Guild- 

Hall of London, for the Regiltring of all 

ſuch Honſes, Leaſes and Lands . (within 

the Bills of Mortality) as (hall be voluntarily deſired 

* by the particular Proprietors of the ſame (not com- 
pelling any one) to be regiſtred. 

IT. That (for preventing Frauds, &c.) every Pro- 

tetor, deſiring to have his Houſe, &c. entred into 
the aid Regilter, ſhall firſt cauſe his Title to che ſame 
Houſe, &c. to be manifeſted, by deſcribing the Sign, 
Street, Place, Pariſh, Inhabitants Name and Propri- 
etors Name ; particularly ſpecifying his Intereſt, whe- 
ther Free-hold or Leaſe-hold (and if Leaic-hold) the 
Free-holders Name and Place, with the Rent reſerved 
and Term to come, in the Nature of an Abſtract; which 
Abſtra& ſhall be delivered to the Church-Wardens of 
the Pariſh, where the Houſe, &c. lyc, to the Intent to 
be hung up in that Pariſh Church, to publick View and 
Notice,during Four Sundays or longer: After which (no 
coutra Claim being in the mean Time made)the Church- 

Wardens ſhall certify the ſaid Publication upon the ſaid 
Abſtrat, unto the Chamberlain ; for which Certifica- 
tion and- Publication the Church- Wardens ſhall have, 
from the Proprietor, Two Shillings, for the Uſe of the 
Poor. 
regiſter the ſaid Houſe, &c. and ſhall hang up the ſaid 

/ certificated Abſtra@ to. publick View and Notice, in 
the ſaid Gaild-Hall, for Six or Twelve Months : After 
which ( if no Coxera Claim in. the mean Time 
made) ſhall bar all other Claims; for which the 
Proprietor, ſhall pay Twenty Shillings for the Uſe of 
the Orphans. 

III. Phat a Proprietor, having thus regiſtred his 
Houſe, &c. which being (for inſtance) worth One 
Hundred Pound 'per znmum, and now wanting One 
Thouſand Pound to purchaſe a Barfain or marry a 
Daughter, &c. he,ſhewing his Abſtratt, gets the Mony, 
goes to Guild Hall, and hath One Thouſand Pound en- 
tred to the Lender, as Mortgage-Mony, upon his 
Houſe, &sc. for which he fhall pay Ten Shillings,to the 
Uſe of the Orphans,and fo ruries quoties, T here being a- 
bove One Hundred and Fifry Thouſand Houſes within 
the Bills of Mortality (if but One Fourth do come into 

\ Regiſter, here is above Thircy Thouſand Pound per 
anmm (and none will ſtay out after one Years Experi- 
| Ence of the Advantage hereof;z) by which it may ap- 


Upon which Certificate the Chamberlain ſhall 
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pear, the Orphans Debt may be paid, without Charge 
to City or Country, and would bean AQ of great Pie- 
ty,. Juſtice and Charity, anda farther means to pre- 
vent Cheat and Knavery. 
And, to make it appear to be a further particular 
and publick Advantage, it doth enable the Proprietors, 
within the Bills of Mortality, to raiſe a preſent real 
Security for ſo much ready Mony as their particular 
Intereſts are worth, without Trouble or other Ex- 
pence than aforeſaid (it may be queſtioned whether the 
Houſes, &c. within the Bills of Mortality, or the other 
Stock and Eſtates of all the Inhabitants therein be of 
greater Value.) Upon the whole, it may be rationally 
judged ,- That here may be, Three or Four Mil- 
lions of Pounds equivalent to ready Mony, added 
to the Wealth of this Circuit, the great Benefit that 
Trade, Lands and .Rents would receive hereby, is 
(without mature Meditation there on) incredible. 


If the Queſtion were asked ; How ſhall Great Bri- 
tain, alone, maintain 4 War, and defend ut ſelf againſt 
the French King, #n caſe he ſhould make 4 Peace with the 
other Confederates, and turn all bis Arms upon it ? 


The Anſwer ſhall wholly reſpe& England, for that 
Scotland hath moſt of rhe Proviſions here ſuggeſted to 
be wanting in England; as a General Regiſter (where- 
by Lands are there worth Twenty Four Years Purchaſe, 
and on the Engliſh Side of Tweed not Eighteen) a 
general Naturalization, and many other excellent 
Lawsand Methods, to encourage Trade, ManufaQury, 
Fiſhing, Ge. 

Let England have a voluntary Regiſter of Lands, &sc. 
a general Naturalization of all Proteſtants : Let Eng- 
Lind but purſue all Methods that may Encourage and 
Encreaſe Shipping, and all Marine Force and Fortifi- 
cation in general (but not in the leaſt to derogate from 
our preſent vigorous Aſliſtance of the Confederates 
againſt France, by Land-Forces, yet Two Hundred 


_ good Ships of War, well paid, and duely ordered, 


by ſtri& Diſcipline, that Fidelity, Valour and Bravery 
be nobly rewarded, Cowardice, Negligence and 
Treachery ſeverely puniſhed, this may rationaly be pre- 
ſumed to be a much more Sure, Safe and Laſting De- 
fence and Protection to Erglardl than Two Hundred 
Thouſand Horſe and Foot Sold J and would abun- 


dantly . 
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dantly more induce Strangers to bring their Wealth, 
Arts and ManufaQunres, and ſettle here among us' (who- 
being by Naturalization as free as we, finding Trade 
preſerved free (which it ought to be as Air or Water, 


or as free as that Noble Conſtitution of the Tarky- - 


Company, worthy to. be imitated, at leaſt £0 . far 
diſtant Conntries) not hampered with Charters of 
Monopolies, Corporations or Patents, that generally 
tend to the Deſtruftion and Driving away Trade and 
Traders, \ for where Freedom and Liberty flouriſh, 
there the Induſtrious and wealthy Traders delight to 
remain. Thus they and their. Riches will be ours, 
their Hands ready for our common Defence and 'Safe- 
<gnard, to maintai 1 our Religion, Liberties and Laws. 

If every Pariſh in England could but be induced (at 
once) to advance. a Three - Years Peor-Tax, . to buy 
Stuff and Materials to ſet the poor to work, and pur- 
ſue the excellent Laws, already made, to enforce the 
fame, they would abundanzly find their Account in it, 

/ "before the Three Years end, in leſſening the Poor, and 
_ thereby their future Charge : Then might Juſtices of 
- the Peace,and other Officers, ſtrialy, and to effect, exe- 
cute the Laws and Statutes againſt Beggars, idle Vaga- 
bonds, &c. which are no better than Vermin in a 
Common-wealth; by the negle& whereof England is 
"reproached, by the Praftice of all 'other Proteſtant 
- Countries in the World, where are not the tenth part 
-of the Beggars and uſeleſs Perſons that are here, neither 
would that vulgar Topick (of eating the Bread out of 
our Mouths) have any Credit (by Experience in Pra- 
\Qtice) bnt the contrary would abundantly be manifeſt- 
ed, for one Man makes Trade for another (torjes quo- 
fies) as is evident by populous Countries, Cities and 
Towns: Indeed where Tyranny and 'Slavery obtain, 
there is generally. Poverty, Beggary, Baſeneſs, and 
Lowneſs of Spirit among the Inhabitants, and'a' kind 
.of heartleſneſs to Induſtry, as not doing it for them- 
ſelves. | | 
+ * Though England may have forgot the noted. Tyran- 
-nies, and many Miſchiefs of Oliver's Army, deltroy- 
ing King, Nobility and Gentry, heQoring the Nation 
by Coblers and Draw-men: When the Nation could 
not pay them, they did pay themſelves: And the 
later Jealouiies from the Black Hearth Army (yet with- 
out Doubt this was the Canſe why many Wealthy and 
Uſefyl French Refugees declined to'come to England, to 
{ettle here.) Ergland's Militia was, before K. Charles 
the Firſts Time the only Soldiery known here, which 
was kept inconſtant Diſcipline andReadineſs (all from 
Sixteen to Sixty being oþliged, with Arms) to keep 
Peace at Home, and to ſerve the Wars abroad ; this 
made the Engliſh famed for Arms abroad and ſafe -at 
Home, our Anceſtors wiſely conſidering, that theſe 
 would'be (To:um in tor0 CO rotum in qualibet parte) Senti- 
nel, anddefend the Nation, and could neither be in- 
duced to deſtroy the Monarchy or Church, or to en- 
Nave their Conntry ; the ſenſe of their excellent Laws 
and Liberties would inflame their Valonr, ſpeedily to 
end a War with Honour, and not to prolong it, there- 
by to makea Trade, nor be ſullen at disbanding, _ (as 
was ſeen in O/iver's and the Black Heath's. mercinary 
Armies ; )- this PreQtice, renewed, and improved by 
Naval Forces, would break the French King's Meaſures 
(if not his Heart.) 

It were to be wiſhed that ſuch able Sea- Commanders 
as are incapacitated to ſerve the Nation, would either 
qualify themſelves, or that the Act for the Teſt were 
ſuſpended, as to the Sea-Service (or at leaſt for a 
Seaſon) in manner as the Habeas Corp At hath been, 
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ſo that, all Hands might be aloft to pierce the Enemy in 
that moſt ſenſible Part, and ſeems agreeable to what his 
preſent Majeſty deſired in the beginning of his happy 
Reign. The very reaſon for makipg of that A& ſeems 


tobe, to prevent a Popilſh Prince Comytciog Of- 


cers of that Religion into Places'of , Which is 
now ceaſed, the Prince being now a zealous Proteſtant, 
and a Popiſh one being now incapacitated by Law. 

Thhs, England's Naval Force would be (Decus & Tu- 
tamen) * her Glory and Prote&ion, proclaiming and 
diſplaying Erg/and's Honour, Power and Strength , 
upon our Neighbour, or more diſtant Shores ; | And 
might once again give the ſame Command'to' Lews the 
Fourteenth that Queen Elizabeth did to his Predeceſlor, 
Herry the Fourth (when building Ships of War) and 
ths peirce. him in the moſt ſenſible part ; Then Fo- 
reizners would flock in to us with their Riches, &c. 
and Trade, Wealth and People would multiply, which 
are the fundamental Strengthand Glory of the Nation. 
Our Anceſtors were ſo ſenſible* of the®* Advanta 
hereof, that Hiſtory informs us, Edward.the Third, at 
a publick Charge, brought over great Numbers of 
Strangers, and largly infranchiſed them. Henry the 
Seventh lent them great Sums of Mony Intereſt free. 
Queen Elizabeth followed the noble Examples of the 
Two former, whereby ſhe became ſo"redoubted to her 
Neighbours, and Safe and Beloved at Home. 

Then might we [ncloſe, Cultivate, Manure and Im- 
prove man; of the Waſte and Foreſt Lands (or if need 
were,raiſe ſome Millions of ready Mony out of them;) 
thns employing or puniſhing the lazy Beggar and 
thieving Vagabond, too many of which do now ſhelter 
about ſach Places. Thus we might improve England to 
maintain four Times the People it now hath, and in far 
greater Plenty, and with full Employment(conſequent- 
ly Ezgland would be four Times richer and ſtronger to 
oppoſe the French, &c.) and the Cuſtoms,Exciſe and o= 
ther Taxes would proportionably advance to theBenifit 
of the Crown ; and this Advancement and Promoting 
Induſtry, Frugality and Diligence would as well in- 
creaſe-Sobriety, Juſtice and Honeſty, and baniſh away 
Lazineſs, Vice and Debanchery, which tend firſt to 
Beggery, then ta Thefts, Robberies, &c. Thus would 
England increaſe gout, Riches, Manufactures, Im- 
provements and Trade, the moſt fundamental and 
laſting Strength of every Nation. This ſeems the 
moſt infallible and proper way for Engiand (and wor- 
thy of ſo noble a Nation) to maintain War, and de- 
fend it eff, &c. (thus being, by our Naval Forces out- 
guarded, and ſafely prote&ted, (a roro diviſos orbe Bri- 
taxnos,they walking its Rounds, 1s not to be approached 
without their Leave) while we encouraging Induſtry, 
Trade and ManufaRure ſecurely and peaceably at Home, 
to exportto all otherNations,and bring in either Mony 
or other Goods we want, in Exchange. Beſides all, 
the natural Fruits of Induſtry and Diligence, are Tem- 
perance, Honeſty, Sobriety and Juſtice, which Divine 
Providence doth uſually crown'with Peace, Plenty and 
Happineſs. 


This ſhort and crude Eſſay may be fo fortunate, as to 
move ſome more able Pen (in Imitation of the Ro- 
mans, in their virtuous and thriving State, who ſent 
to Sparta and other Cities of Greece for their Laws,&c. 
touſe as Models to frame their own by) to ſend to 


Tamton-dean, Scotland, Holland and many other Pla- 


ces where Regiſters, &e. arein uſe, to improve and 
perfe& this ſo beneficial, noble and charitable. 
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
